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Conclusion: Despite cooler air temperatures throughout the past week, ground temperatures continued to warm
overall and tundra snow conditions within the NPR-A have deteriorated enough that BLM closed snow roads for the
season. While NPR-A wide temperature and snow value averages are adequate for tundra travel, areas commonly
used for those purposes are below those averages. Lake ice thickness and river water temperature data indicate ice
conditions at gauge sites are currently stable though likely not for much longer.

The BLM and USGS maintain a network of monitoring stations across the NPR-A. These stations report real-time data*
on snow and soil conditions that may be used to help support the planning of tundra travel within NPR-A. For reference,
the tundra may be considered open for off-road travel when snow depths average a minimum of 9 inches (22.9 cm) and
the ground is frozen to a minimum of 23° F (-5° C) at 12 inches (30 cm).
